New Delhi, the 4th October, 1993 

F. No. 9|2|93-EPC.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred under paragraph 16 of the Export & 
Import Policy, 1992—97, the Director General 
of Foreign Trade hereby makes the following 
amendments in the Handbook of Procedures, 
1992—97 :— 

(1) In Chapter VITT, paragraph 147 shall be 
amended to read as under :— 

“147. The Gold|Si1ver wastage or manu¬ 
facturing loss is allowed to exporters 


under Schemes (A) to (E). The per¬ 
centage scale of Gold | Silver is linked 
with the value addition achieved as per 
Table given bdow:”. 

(2) In Chapter VIII, the headisg of Table-I 
below paragraph 147 reading as “Gold Wastage 
Norms” shall be amended" to read as “Wastage 
Norms”. 

(3) In Chapter VIH, Entry No. *C in both the 
columns of Table-I below paragraph 147 shall be 
substituted by the following :— 

“C. Gold mountings and findings 
used in the plan or studded 
gold jewellery with value 
addition as follows :— 

(i) Value addittion above 15% 
and upto 40% 

(ii) Value addition above 40% 
and upto 50% 

(iii) Value addition over 50% 

Upto 3% of gold contents 

by weight. 

Upto 5% of the gold content 
by weight. 

Upto 8% of gold content 
by weight. 

(4) In Chapter VIll, in Table-I below para¬ 
graph 147 following shall be added in the res¬ 
pective columns : 

“D. Plain studded silver 
jewellery and articles 
with value addition (on 
silver content plus 
wastage) as follows :— 

(i) Value addition above 

25 per cent and upto 
40% 

(ii) Value addition above 
40% 

Upto 5% of silver content 
by weight 

Upt° 7% of silver content 
by weight 

(5) Tn Chapter VII, the first sentence of Note 
below Table-I of paragraph 147 reading as “The 
wastage norms given in Table-I above shall also 
apply, mutatis mutandis, to export of plain pla¬ 
tinum jewellery and articles, and studded plati¬ 
num jewellery and articles.” shall be amended to 
read as “The wastage norms for gold jewellery 
given under categories A, B and C of Table-I 
above shall anniv mutatis mutandis, to the export 
of platinum plainlstudded rewellery and articles.” 

(6") Tn Chanter VFI, paragraph 15016) the 
woHs “Gold Wactaee” appearing in 13th line 
shall he amended to read as “Gold [Silver 
wastage”. 
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(7) In Chapter VIII, paragraph 150(9)(iii) 
shall be amended ter read as under :— 

“(in) ensure that the prescribed minimum 
value addition has been achieved and 
that the dement of gold| silver used in 
the goldtshver jewellery and articles 
^ the td^vant wastage allowed taken 
together' gives the value addition not 
lower than provided in Table-I under 
paragraph .147 in this Chapter. For 
plain and studded gold jewellery, the 
Custom authorities shall also ascertain 
the excess value addition, if any, over 
the minimum prescribed limit of 10% 
for plain gold jewellery and 15% for 
studded gpld jewellery oh the gold content 
plus wastages and over the minimum 
prescribed limit of 25% for both plain 
and studded silver jewellery on silver 
content plus wastages available under 
the scheme; and" 

(8) In Chapter VIH, paragraph 150(12) the 
words “gold wastages” appearing in 12th line 
shall be amended to read as “goldjsilver wastage?” 

(9) In Chapter VHI r die words “The figures 
ot pure gold so calculated (with wastage) and 
silver (without wastage)” appearing in the Note 
below paragraph. 150(14)(ii) shall be amended 
to read asr “The figures of pure goldfrilver so 
calculated with wastage”. 

(10) In Chapter vm, paragraph 151(2) the 
words “gold wastage” appearing in 4th line shall 
be amended to reach‘as “gold|silver wastage”. 

(11) In Chapter VHI, paragraph 151(5) (ii) 
shall be amended to'read as under :— 

“(ii) The replenishment of gold | silver may 
be permitted "provided element of gold] 
silver used in the goldlsilver jewellery 
and articles plus the gold | silver wastage 
allowed taken together gives the value 
addition not lower than that provided 
in wastage norms Table-I in this 
chapter.” 

(12) In Chapter VIH, the words “The figure 
of'pure gold so calculated "(with wastage), -and 
silver (without wastage)” appearing in the-Note 
below paragraph T51 (7)(iv) shall be amended to 
read as ■“The figure of pure goid|silver so calculated 
with-wastage”; 

(13) In Chapter VIH;’paragraph 151(6) -the 
words “gold .wastages” appearing in sixth line shall 
be- amended to read as “goldjsilver, wastages’’. 


(14) In Chapter VIH, paragraph 152(2) the 
last two sentences shall be substituted by the 
following :— 

“While ordering the booking of gold [silver 
the exporter shall take into considera¬ 
tion the wastage proposed to be claimed 
by him. Once the quantity of goldlsilver 
has been booked after accounting for 
goldlsilver wastages, no additional 
entitlement on account of gold|silver 
shall be allowed to be claimed subse- 
’ quently.” 

(15) In Chapter VIII, the words reading as 
“gold wastage” in 4th line and words reading as 
“gold|used” in 8th line of the para below para¬ 
graph 152(9) (iv) shall be amended to read as 
“goldlsilver wastage” and “gold|silver used” res¬ 
pectively. 

(16) In Chapter VIH, paragraph 152(10) (U) 
shall be amended to read as under :— 

“(ii) Ensure that the prescribed minimum 
value addition has been achieved. The 
Customs shall ensure that the element 
of- goldfsilver used in the goldsilver 
jewellery and articles plus the relevant 
wastage allowed taken together gives 
the value addition not lower than that pro¬ 
vided in Table-I under paragraph 147 
of this Chapter. For plain and studded 
gold jewellery, the Customs authori¬ 
ties shall also ascertain the .excess value 
addition, if any, over the minimum 
prescribed limit of 10% for plain gold 
jewellery and 15% for .studded gold 
jewellery on the gold content pins 
wastages and over, the minimum pres¬ 
cribed limit of 25% for both plain and 
studded silver iewellerv on silver con¬ 
tent plus wastages available under the 
scheme;” 

(17) In Chapter VIII, paragraph 152(13) the 
words “the replenishment of gold (including was¬ 
tages) aid silver (excluding wastages))” shall be 
amended" to read as “the replenishment of gold] 
silver including wastages”. 

(18) In Chapter VIH, the words “The figures 
of pure gold so calculated (with wastage) and 
silver (without wastage)” appearing in the note 
below paragraph 152(14)(ii) shall be amended 
ta read as “The figure of pure gold|silver so 
calculated with wastage”.
